ncie which leadB*hlm (o love his fellow

Idea, (2) Love and (3) Griof. Tbo first 
subdivision represents Jesus eutaiiog the 
Temple and driving away Ihe Pharisees. 
The Virgin cannot enter ihe Temple, but 
sees her son going down the steps and fol 
lowed by an enthusiastic crowd.

ond represents the Lord's Supper, and the 
third shows Jesus in the Garden. He goes 
to Bleep and on his awakening he sees 
Mary at his side. This is Ihe principal 
soene of tbe play, Jesus is deaf to the en 
treaties of his mother, who begs him in 
the most heartrending verses to desist from 
bis mission. 


The second act represents Jesus before 


the Sanhedrin tribunal, then before Pilate, 
and finally on bis way to Golgotha. To a 
soldier who remarks to Him that his cross 
is heavy, He answers in two beautiful 
verses: "I 
ntu falling down under the 


world's misery; 
tbe weight of sins is 


heavier than that of my cross." 


Jesus is placed on the cross. Mary is 


there, sobbing, but 6ho is finally resigned.

In » Kentucky U»e. 


Provided with lanterns, several young 


men started in the entrance known as 
Coleman's Cave Spring, near Harrods- 
burg, and went eastward three miles, 
where they could distinctly hear the 
trains on the Cincinnati Southern road 
at Burgin, which is four and a half miles 
from this place. They found a stream 
of water running the entire distance ex- 
plored. In this stream they found fish 
and frogs innumerable. 
The passage 


was from seven to fifteen feet wide and 
about the same height, except occasion- 
ally narrowing down to a fat man's mis- 
ery. Not far from the entrance the ex- 
plorers found a largo room, twenty to 
thirty feet, studded with stalactites, In 
the center of tho cavern ia a circulai 
chamber thirty feet in diameter and no 
less than fifty feet high. 
This is a veri- 


table rotunda, covered, as it wore, by a 
high, well shaped dome. Over the en- 
trance is a large curtain formed by the 
union of stalactites and stalagmites, fif- 
teen feet wido and as many high. 


The most unique thing found by the 


explorers in the cave was the fac-simik 
of a side saddle, all of solid sandstone, 
opposite tho door way'in this chamber. 


Tho young men attempted to sing the 


"Star Spangled Banner," but were forced 
to desist on account of the terrible rever- 
berating echo that filled every nook, 
corner nnd recess of the cave. They 
found a number of bones of small ani- 
mals, but aside from the fish and frogi 
no living creature was found. They wil 
explore the cave in a few days, going a 
different direction from the one taken by 
them yesterday. Near the outer opening 
of tho cave, cut in stone, was found the 
initials "D B,," and numerous figures 
and designs of animals and birds, Tin 
initials were supposed to bo for Banie 
Boone, and those who saw them say thoj 
Jook to havo been placed there years ago 
—Louisville Courier-Journal.
